Last float—The Deaiiastion of 
the poster, “The Greatest Mother in 
the World,” showing a woman clad 
in the garb of the Red Cross, holding 
in her arms a wounded soldier on a 
stretcher. 

The first part of the parade will 
jnclude the Jeffefson Barracks Band, 
a section of the Great Lakes Naval 
Training Station Band, a detachment 
of United States Marines, the First 
and Third Regiments, Missouri

M’ADOO REMOVES RAILROAD 
PRESIDENT FOR DISOBEDIENCE 


Appoints New Head of Virginia Line 
When Orders Are Not Car- 
ried Out. 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (By A. 
P.).—C. W. Huntington of New 
York has been removed by Director- 
General McAdoo as president of the 
Virginian Railway for disobedience 
of the Railroad Administration’s or- 
ders for maintenance and improve- 
ment of his road. J. H. Young of 
Norfolk, Va., has been appointed 
Federal director of the road. 

The Virginian is a coal carrying 
road running from Deepwater, W. 
Va., to Norfolk, Va. 

Huntington is the first railroad 
president to be removed by McAdoo, 
and it was hinted today at railroad 
administration headquarters’ that 
similar action might be taken against 
other executives who do not co-oper- 
ate well with the Federal manag’ 
ment. 

The complaint against Huntington 
was that he failed to comply prompt- 
ly with suggestions and orders of the 
railroad administration, consulting at 
length with the road's counsel before 
carrying out instructions. 

The action against Huntington re- 
moves him as executive chief of the 
railroad, but leaves him as head of 
the railway corporation which is re-| 
quired to pay his salary out of cor- 
porate funds furnished by the Gov- 
ernment as compensation for use of 
the read rather than out of opera- 
ting funds.

SOBS DURING MOST 
OF TIME IN COURT 


Prosecution Prepares to Close 
Its Case Against Teacher 
Charged With Killing Doc- 
tor’s Wife. 


WAUKESHA, Wis., May 21.-- 
With Grace Lusk on the verge of 
collapse in anticipation of her com- 
ing ordeal on the witness stand at 
her trial for the slaying of Mrs. 
Mary Newman Roberts, the prosecu- 
tion today prepared to rest its case. 
During the three. days she oe 
listened to Dr. David Roberts swear | 
that she had pursued him for | 
months with threats of death, seek- | 


ing to separate him from Mrs. Rob- | 
erts, so that she’ might marry him, 
her spells of weeping have become 
more and more frequent. Toward 
the end -of the cross-examination of 
Dr. Roberts, who was dragged into 
the most intimate details of his 
meetings with the defendant, she 
sat most of the time sobbing, with 
her head buried in her arms. _§ It 
was in contrast to her earlier con- 
duct. 

“At ‘the close of yesterday's ses- 
sion Miss Lusk, collapsed ir her 
father’s arms in the Judge’s cham- 
bers. She leaned heavily on sup- 
porting arms in returning the half- 
block to the jail. 

Several more letters written by 
Miss Lusk and found after the trag- 
edy in her room were introduced by 
the State today. One, without an 
address, read as follows: 

‘This is the work of the man who 
said he loved me. God,forgive me. 
Pay .Blanca: _ the house I: have 
spoiled. 

Letter to Mrs. Roberts. 

Another letter in an envelope ad- 
dressed to Mrs. David: Roberts, 
which had not been mailed, was as 
follows: 

“Why did you not keep the ap- 
pointment I made at your request? 
Is it. because you do not care to 
know the truth? I do not think -it 
is necessary to have a ‘scene’ or any- 
thing of the sort. I had asked Dr. 
Roberts to tell you this, and = he 
promised me that he would before 
the 15th of June. To me the only 
beastly part of this has been in the

misunderstanding. It seems to me 
this is the wisest for all concerned. 
If Dr. Roberts is afraid to have you 
hear the truth from me, I should 
think it-would make you realize that 
there was something you ‘should 
know.

Report That Two Others Fell 
Into North Sea Not Offi- 


aig Confirmed. 

LON N, May 21 (By A. P.).— 
Of the 20 to 30 Gotha machines 
which took part in the raid on Lon- 
don Sunday night, five are reported 
officially to have been brought. 
down. Official confirmation is lack- 
ing ‘to the report that two others fell 
into the North Sea. 

One of the raiders was engaged 
by a British airman who fired at 
close range until the machine * dis- 
appeared in a cloud. Shortly after- 
ward the machine burst into flames 
at a height of 7000 feet and fell, a 
blazing wreck. Another machine 
was brought down by anti-aircraft 
guns in London. Two others were 
brought down while attempting to 
escape, one being destroyed by Brit- 
ish airmen, The fifth was set afire 
and fell into the sea. 

A few dozen bombs were dropped 
promiscuously on certain parts of 
the London district, doing, in a few 
cases only, no inconsiderable dam- 
age to small dwelling houses. Two 
fires were caused in large buildings, 
but they were soon well under con- 
trol. Somé smaller dwelling houses 
were wrecked by the bombs and

A number of bombs fell in open 
places in London, some of them near 
a hospital which was seemingly pro- 
tected by Providence as the helpless 
inmates prayed. Near this hospital 
the bombs fell in a semicircle, land- 
ing in the streets and shattering 
windows near by. Passersby saw 
‘the nurses at the hospital comfort- 
ing patients while others were lead- 
ting in praying and singing. The 
windows had been blown out and 
the people nearby could plainly hear 
the’ chorus singing *’Praise God, 
From Whom All Blessings Flow.” 

It was announced .yesterday that 
37 persons were killed and 155 in- 
jured tn the London area in the raid 
and six persons were injured in the 
provinces. 

More deaths nd injuries to inno- 
cent inhabitant of London were 
caused in this raid than in any ratd 
this year except that of Jan. 28, when 
58 persons were killed and.173 were 
injured.

ROBBER SUSPECTS 
HELD, HAD $13,320 


Men hasta in Cincinnati 
Hotel After Detectives 
Trail Two Women Friends 
There From Chicago. 


THIRD MAN AND. 
LEADER MISSING 


Police Believe He Has Been/ 


Dealt With Tyeacherously 


by Companions — Gun- 
Men Mixed in Case. 


Adina dueeaia’ was made by the 
police today of the arrest at Cincin- 
nati last night of J. P. Clark and Al- 
exander Mackeown, who are alleged 
to have participated in the robbery 
of the Tri-City State Bank at Madi- 
son, Ill., last Thursday, and of the 
recovery of $13,320 of the $16,000 
stolen from the bank. 

Information of the arrests was re- 
ceived from H. M. Mosher, local su- 
perintendent of the Pinkerton Detec- 
tive: Agency, operatives of which had 


en from Chicago to Cincinnati. 

Private and city detectives at the 
same time let it be known that they 
are now working on the mystery of 
the disappearance of ‘‘Big Gus,” re- 
puted leader of the robbers, who they 
believe to have been treacherously 
dealt with by his confederates. 

“Big Gus,”’ they say, was driving 
the automobile in which the robbers 
escaped from Madison over the Mc- 
Kinley Bridge to St. Louls. ,.He was 
not with Clark and Mackeown when 
they abandoned the car on Denny 
road, near Manchester road, in 8t. 
Louis County, Thursday night. 

Guumen Went to De Soto. 

Although he would have been ex- 
pected to keep for himself the great- 
er part of the plunder, the $13,320 
found when Clark and Mackeown 
were arrested and the known prof- 
ligacy of their expenditures after the 
robbery accounts for most of the 
$16,000 stolen. 

Detectives who traned Clark and 
Mackeown to De Soto, Mo., discov- 
ered that three St. Louis gunmen, 
heavily armed, had also gone there 
on a ‘‘fishing trip.” There is believed 
to have been some connection be- 
tween the disappearance of “Big 
Gus” and the presence of the gunmen 
in De Soto. A theory is that they 
were friends of “Big Gus," who went 
in pursuit of Clark and Mackeown 
after they had rid themselves of 
their leader. 

When the bank robbery was re- 
ported the search for the robbers 
was taken up by Pinkerton detec- 
tives under the direction of Supt. 
Mosher, local superintendent, and 
City Detectives Kirk, Finan, Blake 
and King. They learned that after 
the two men abandoned their auto- 
mobile they came into the city and 


De Soto. They stopped at the Com- 
mercial Hotel there, spent money 
lavishly, got the chauffeur drunk, 
and after paying him $100 for the 
trip, hired a De Soto chauffeur for 
$20 to drive the St. Louis chauffeur 
back to St. Louis. ; 
Miss Men at De Soto. 

The detectives reached De Soto at 
10:45 o'’clock Friday night and 
learned that the two men had ieft 
at 7:30 in an automobile which had 
come there for them... The detec- 
tives came across the three “gun- 
men,” who had also reached De Soto 
after the departure of the bank 
robbers. Each had two guns and 
extrh ammunition. They said they 
were going fishing. The mystery of 
the disappearance of “Big Gus’”’ had 
not developed at that time. 

That ended the trail at De Soto, 
but in the meantime the private de- 
tectives agency had been following 
up the clew of the automobile li- 
ecense number. “George Turcak, a 
Madison policeman, had noticed the 
robbers’ automobile several days be- 
fore the rohbery and had noted the 
license number, ,which was 291130 
Illinois. That license was found to 
have been issued to Mrs. Ted Clark 
of Leland avenue, Chicago. 

Detectives were sent to watch her 
flat, where a Mrs. O’Rear, known as 
Mackeown’'s sweetheart, was living 
with her. Friday night Mrs. Clark 
received a telegram and hired an ex- 
pressman to hau! trunks to the depot. 
When the expressman called for the 
trunks, a private detective went 
along as a helper. He helped carry 
out five trunks and six suitcases and 
the Clark dog, and rode on the trunks 
to the depot and stayed with them in 
the baggage car all the way to Cin- 
cinnati. Another detective kept the 
women under surveillance on the 
trip. 

At Cincinnati the women and the 
trunks went to the Havlin hotel. 
A detective took a room adjoining 
theirs and a woman detective was 
the chambermaid who looked after 
their room. When the women left 
the hotel they were shadowed until 
they met Clark and MacKeown. The 
men were trailed to the Sinton Hotel 
and arrested. 

The detectives have not yet.iden- 
tified “Big Gus." That is the name 
he was known by during the week 
they say he and Clark and Macke- 
own were in Madison preparing for 
the robbery. That much, they say, 
has been learned from Mrs. Gladys 
Mueller of 1103 Montgomery street 
and Miss Anna Peckman of 826 
North Market street. who became 
acquainted with Clark and Macke- 
own In Madison, and who, they stay, 
confided to them that t were go- 
ing to “pull off a big k job.” 
These women were arrested here 
Saturday night and questioned.

KRUPP MAN'S D 


Quotations From “One of Our Most Represen- 


tative Germans, ”. in 


Notes of Dr. Mueh- 


lon, Former Director of | ae 


LONDON, May 21 (Special Cable). 
—The Daily News has received from 
Berne, Switzerland, a diary com- 
piled by Dr. Muehblon, one of the di- 
rectors of Krupps during the first 
three months of the war. After 
lying undisturbed in Germany for 
three years, the diary recently has 
been brought across the frontier and 
will be published next week. 

The text remains unchanged, but 
Dr. Muehion is withholding from 
publication sections of his diary 
dealing with.the activities of: Krupp. 
The names of personalities men- 
tioned in the diary are also with- 
held, but they all, as can easily be 
understood, figured and still figure 
among the greatest in Germany. 


The diary was compiled by one 
who was head of the political depart- 
ment at Krupps, and it will help 
historians not only to fix the respon- 
sibility for war, in so far as that has 
not been settled by Prince Lichnow- 
sky, but to. know, also, the senti- 
ments which prévailed in high Ger- 
man circles at its outbreak. I have 
been permitted to read the manu- 
script and I send, in summarized 
form, a few entries,’’ says the corre- 
spondent. The tirst gives at some- 
what greater length the text of Dr. 
Muehlon’s well-kriown charges 
against the Germen Government. 
Others are: 

“Aug. 16—News from Berlin—A 
man who has just conferred with 
the Naval and Foreign Office Secre- 
taries and military chief tells us all 
are in high spirits. Everything goes 
like clockwork and in a few. days 
the German army will be ail. over 
France. He says the German fleet 
has looked for the British fleet in 
vain.”’ 

Unscrupulous Efforts Made. 

“Aug. 27—Under the direction of 
the Foreign Office great and un- 
scrupulous efforts are being made te 
capture Governments, deputies, 
writers, journalists and all neutrals. 
I will not speak here of the meth- 
ods, but I doubt their success.” 

“Aug. 28—I spoke yesterday about 
my doubts with a large circle of 


prominent men, but nobody shared 


my views. “We must win the war 
by any means,’ is their refrain.” 

“Sept. 5—I had another conversa- 
tion with the great industrial mag- 
‘nates about the division of the spoils.

The proposed ordinance authorized 
a five-year contract between the 
Highlands company, of which An- 
ton C. Stuever, a brewer and Demo- 
cratic politician, is president, and 
the city. The Highlands company 
would obtain the right, under the 
contract, to tunnel into the park at 
a depth of 80 feet and take out fire 
clay from a large deposit that under- 
lies about 43 acres between Clayton, 
road, the grounds of the Mounted 
Police Station, Qakland avenue and 
McKinley Drive.

Dillon-Devlin Statement. 


A resolution denouncing the Sinn 
Fein deporfations as an attempt to 
discredit and disrupt Ireland's united 
resistance to conscription and _ to 
prejudice Ireland’s case in the*eyes 
of friendly countries was passed by 
the anti-conscription conference, 
which met at the Mansion House in 
Dublin yesterday. An official state- 
ment signed,/among others, by John 
Dillon and: Joseph Deylin, the Irish 
Nationalist leaders, was issued after 
the meeting. It insists on the right 
of Irishmen to be arraigned in their 
own country and declares that an at- 
tempt was being made to poison the 
mind of the English people against 
the prisoners. The statement con- 
cludes: 

“While standing steadfast on our 
gopd rights, we shall never cease to 
apeal to all friends of human free- 
dom or to inquire for ourselves 
whether the Hresent attempt to force 
civil war on ‘the Irish people by a 
transparently false pretext of mili- 
tary expediency does not really cover 
a wicked plot of-English politicians 
to relieve themselves from their 
broken pledge to Ireland.” 

In addition to Dillon and Devlin, 
those who signed the protest were 
Wiliam O’Brien and Tim Healy, rep- 
resenting the O’Brienite party; John 
McNeill and Aldermen Kelley, rep- 
resent the Sinn Feiners, and 
Johnston,. Egan and O’Brien, repre- 
senting the labor party. \ 

The protest says: “A conference 
speaking on behalf of every section 
of tie Irish nation condemns the de- 
portations to Bhgland of our col- 
leagues, Prof. de Valera and Arthyr 
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the American mission replied that 
they would be glad to Hsten to all 
sides and that they proposed to view 
the Irish question without prejudice, 
but that they could not take sides 
in internal British questions.

Private Ryan is a modest Irish- 
American, who frankly said to ques- 
tioners that ‘‘Americans all believe 
that the main thing nowadays is to 
get on with the war.” 

Alderman Kelly is a working man 
and in no sense a revolutionary. He 
is moderate in his political views and 
is principally known as an advocatéd 
of teetotalism. He was in custody 
for a short time after the 1916 dis- 
orders in Dublin. 

The nominal head of the Sinn Fein 
since the arrest of Prof. de Valera 
is a priest, Father Offanagan of Ros- 
common, who occupied the honorary 
position of vice president. Father 
Offanagan generally is regarded as 
an extremist and a fighting man.

Committees of the legal profession have been 
named with s view to giving greater weight to 


= 
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recommendations for. judicial. athoes made bythe |

, The. Democratic City Committee has already 
voted to give its approval to bar selections for 
the bench. This under some circumstances 
might mean more than that a judicial ticket em- 
bodying the bar's choice would go before the peo- 
ple with the City Committee’s indorsement. In 
the event that the committeemen were asked by 
the appointing power to submit indorsements of. 
candidates for filling a judicial vacancy they 
would be obligated under this policy to make the 
bar’s recommendation their own recommendation. 

What is held to be one of the weaknesses of the 
primary system ts the facility with which men 
may be nominated for judicial positions because 
of their popularity, rather than their legal at- 
tainments, or because of the dictation of machine | 
organizations. To enable the influence of the 
bar to neutralize the influence of the ‘political 
machine is an excellent policy. 

When the verdftt of the bar on candidates of- 
fering themselves is representative of the wishes 
of a substantal majority of the local practitioners, 
thus submerging the preferences of individuals or 
small cliques, its selections ere almost always 
worthy and entitled to serve as a valuable guide 
to the voters in one of their most perplexing 
duties at the polls. To defer to the judgment of 
lawyers, who know most about the professional 
qualifications of the candidates should be given 
the force of a general custom by discriminating 
voters. If the bar occasionally should urge a man 
who lacks the full confidence of the public, the 
people have it in their own hands to correct the 
blunder. 

Why, however, should the bar’s influence be 
exerted along partisan lines, the Democratic law- 
yers taking a referendum on the Democratic can- 
didates and the Republican lawyers on the Re- 
publican candidates? A ticket representing the 
sentiments of the bar as a whole and dividing the 
judicial places equally between the two parties 
would be a’ long step toward nonpartisan judi- 
cia] elections. Now, while the parties are subor- 
dinated by war concerns, will be a good time to 
start the innovation. 
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KERENSEY, REVOLUTIONARY INTERPRETER 

Alexander F. Kerensky, once the center of the 
world’s attention as the supposedly strong man 
of Russia, but who did not show the qualities of 
a strong man when difficult conditions culmi- 
nated in a crisis, is expected soon to reach the 
United States. 

Whatever his mission, hs has a_ knowledge of 
affairs in his own country that ought to be in- 
structive and interesting. If any Russian knows 
the extent to which the Lenine and Trotzky junta 
acted treacherously in the German interest and 
even under the incentive of liberal German pay, 
Krensky ought to know. He was looked on as 
embodying more completely than anyone else the 


. spirit of the Russian revolution and in important 


revolutionary happenings he was the leading fig- 
ure from March to November. He emerges from 
a ‘mysterious obscurity of many mofths in his 
-yisit to us. His own personal adventures \proba- 
bly include many startling incidents. As an 
authoritative interpreter of the revolution that, 
for a season, brought so much hope to the world, 
only to subside: into a pusillanimity such as 
marked no other revolution among a great peo- 
ple, he can have much to say of historical impor- 
tance and perhaps of value in shaping allied pol- 
icy toward Russia.

When 
the President declared that Russia as well as 
France is to be delivered from tyranny and vior 
lence, he served notice on Berlin that its con- 
quests in the east are’to be as short-lived as its 
gains in the west. No victory for democracy can 
be complete that fails to nullify intrigue in Rus- 
sia at the same time that it corrects and cures the 
aggression in Belgium and France. —
